A BEGINNER'S OSCAR 7 TIMETABLE 


If you can receive 10 meter signals, the 
easiest way to hear Oscar 7 is to take note 
of these underlined evening Pacific Standard 
Times when Oscar 7 on mode A will be flying 
closest to the Bay Area. Oscar 7's beacon 
(neglecting the Doppler effect) is on 29.502 
MHz and repeated signals are between 29.4 MHz 
and 29.5 MHz. - 


Tf you want to hear Oscar 7 when it is 
farther away, try some of these other evening 
(not underlined) times when it can be heard. 
Those times prior to 7:47 p.m. are east of us 
(toward Hudson Bay). Those times after 7:47 
p.m. are almost due west of us. 


You can hesr the closest orbits for about 
22 minutes (that is, plus and minus 11 minutes 
from the times given). Far away orbits don't 
last that long: In the table below, the 
approximate QTH'sover which Oscar 7 will be 
flying 910 miles high, going north with the 
loudest signals for us, are indicated by 
letters in parentheses. The hardest or may- 
be the impossible such QTH to hear is almost 
2450 miles eway (10:47 p.m. Feb. 1, indicated 
by the letter P).
